FAITH OF THE REALLY EDUCATED 


We who are engaged 
pursuits can Lave but a 
slight conception of the respon- 


sibility placed on those who have | 
taken upon themselves the task of | 


educating the younger generation, 
and thereby benefiting the world. 
Such responsibility may, however, 
be gleaned from a passage quoted 
by Mr. Hornell from ‘Plato in his 
Dialogue—“The '‘Laws—,” 
tion is not made of secondary im- 
portance, or annexed to other duties, 
but inasmuch as the right choice of 
the man who is to have charge of 
the children i3 bound to come first 
and foremost, he must do his very 
utmost and make director that man 
who out of all in the State is in 
every respect the best.” 

The oceasion of this excellent 
trert’se on education wis the 
sixtieth speech day of the Diocesan 
Boys’ School which was held 'n tre 
presence of a large number of 
friends and well-wishers. 

It was by no means a day 
wasted, and those who journeyed 
out to the School at Homuntin 
were well rewarded, not only by 
Mr. Hornell’s e'oquent speech, but 
by the magnificent site on which 
the co'lege stands and the views 
it commands, coup.ed with the 
smart display of the students in 
the sporting arena.

COST. OF LIVING 


Constantly Rising in 
China 


Peking, April 1, 

The cost of living In North China 
has been rising steadily for the past 
sixteen years, and the end is appar- 
ently not yet in sight, according to 
fn scholarly survey made by Dr. 
Franklin Ho, professor of ecanomics 
at Nakai University here, and report- 
ed to the Chinese Political and Social 
Association, of which he ts on officer, 

Tho most remarkable rice register- 
ed is in food, which affects every 
Chinese from high to low. In 1913, 
Dr. Ho has found, thy index number 
food values wags 64, 87, as compared 
with 117,21 to-day. It is, concluded 
that the purchasing power of the 
Chinese dollar has dropned from 48.16 
lo 1111 during the past decade ond 
a halt. 

Tho survey was undertaken by the 
Nankai commitier oan sorte] rnd 
teonamic research, under Dr. Ho's 
direction, and the professor explains 
that fieures were obtained only with 
great difficulty, There are no ade- 
quate statistics available in China, 
and the material had Lo be gathered 
direct from the primary sources. 

Chinese merchants, who esale and 
retail, were often unwilling to provide 
any figures, Dr. Ho declares, and it 
wus only after they had becn per- 
suaded of the value to the commun- 
ity of such a survey that they yield- 
ed 

The committee made a very 
thorough investigation of prices in all 
clvqaes of goods, and the statistics 
which they have amassed are regard- 
ed as reliable, The European war 
had a marked effect on prices in 
China, the survey shows, as prices 
during 1918 were often almost as 
hgh ox the are to- day. There was 
n drop during the reaction from the 
war, but prices then began to rise 
again, and are on the upward trend 
at vresent, with some exceptions. 

The price of metals and metal pro- 
ducts, for example, reached — their 
hich level of 1918, and have never al- 
tained the figure reached then. But 
clothing, which more nearly affects 
the ordinary Chinese, was at its high- 
est point in the figures gathered dur- 
ing December of Inst year. Food 
too. is still on an unward- trend. 

Dr, Ho dechires that such studies 
are very new in China, and he points 
nut that the hononr of making the 
first attempt In this di-ection goes to 
W. CG. Whetmore, a British resident 
in Shanghai. who comviled an index 
number of twenty stable commodities 
in 1918 for the neriod from 1873 to 
1892, Tha Jananese commission for 
investigation of monetary systems 
followed with a atudy of nrices of 5? 
commodities for the perlod from 1874 
to 1893. 

The Chinese first bean investiza- 
tion in thls line in 1919, when the 
burean of markets of the Ministry of 
Finenre beran the publication of p 
manthly series of nrice levels. which 
has been continued in spite of interna! 
disxorders. 

The present survey, however, ia the 
first, it is believed which brings the 
study of price levels down to date, 
and shows how the cost of living in 
Narth Ghina is trending to-day, Pre- 
vous studies made of ware levels in- 
dente that wages have not kept. pace 
with rising cost of living.—United 
Press, 


SUGAR IN JAPAN 


Philippines Mission 
Optimistic 


Osaka, March 27. 

“Business or trade is the blood of 
the nation, and dip.omatic relations 
not backed by this ‘blood’ of nations 
will not last long,” a spokesman for 
the Roxas-Osias delegation, now en 
route to the United States to fight 
the proposed tariff’ on duty-free 
Philippine sugar and other products, 
said during the delegation's short stay 
here. 

“We notice on onr nresent visit to 
Japan,” the spokesman continued 
“that the Japanese people are coming 
in for more and more foreign tea 
sweetened with sugar. 

“We in the Philippines on the other 
hand,” said the spokesman, “are fond 
of Japanese tea. 
understand us or take it as a mere 
joke when we say that if the Japan- 
ese people use more Philippine sugar 
and the Filipinos use Japanese tea, 
our mutual re.ations wou.d become 
much sweeter than now. 

“We wish,” continued the visitors, 
“to express, through the columns ol 
the Japancse press, the sincere greet- 
ings of the Filipino people to the 
great nation of Japan, There is need 
of better understanding and closer 
friendship between the Japanese and 
the Filipino peoples.” 

The Filipino party, consisting of 
five members, included Speaker 
Manuel Roxas of the House of Repre- 
sentative, Rosident Commissioner 
Camilo Osian, Sceretary of Agricul-

TRAIN ACCIDENTS 


Drivers Take the 
Blame 


In one out of every four grade 
crossing accidents it is the ariver 
who runs inte the train rather than 
the tran which runs into the driver, 
according to fleures collzcted by tha 
Canodian National Raiivays which 
show that duri..~ 1928 more than 25 
per cent. of these mishaps were s0 
causcd, 

A total of 814 accidents took place 
at grade crossings on the Canadian 
National during the year. Of this 
number 289 were brought about when 
the driver of an automobile, truck, 
Waggon team or other vehicle drove 
into the side of a moving or station- 
ary train. 

In some cases this hannened when 
both sides of the crossing were per- 
fectly clear and when tho locomotive 
had sounded its whiatle and was ring- 
ing its bell, Automobiles sometimes 
hit as far ns twenty or thirty cars 
back from the enine. 

In crossing accidents over the en- 
tire 22,600 miles, ofethe’ Canadian Na- 
tional system during 1928. 129 per- 
sona wore IiNed and 382 injured.

A Great Personality 


Tho late Lieutenant-Colonel FE. B. 
Mobbs, D.S.0. was  undoubtediv 
the most striking personality of 
his day in the Rugby world. 
He gained every honour that 
was possible. In one senson he 
captained Northampton, East Mid- 
lands, Barbarians, and England. He 
wns educated et Bedford Modern 
School, but did not gec his colo f‘s 
there, and it was not. until three sca- | 
sons after he left that he took up 
Rugby seriously at the request of H. C. 
Palmer, the Old Bedfordian, who cap- 
tained Northampton in 1905-6. His 
first appearance was at half-back, but 
en little did he stine in that position 
that he was dropped the next week, 
then came back as o three-quarter, a 
position he kept until the end of his 
eoreer. He was first chosen for Eng- 
land against Australia in 1908-9, and 
for the next game was placed on the 
reserve, but was called upon to fill a 
vacancy and was the only English back 


that season, It was perhaps as a cap- 
tain that Mobbs was at hig best, very 
fine player that he was. On the field 
he carried the spirit of adventure and 
reckless daring in his stride, it was

CANADA FORGING AHEAD 


FACTS AND FIGURES—By RALPH A. COOPER. 


The tremendous and growing 
volume of Canadian wheat and 
wheat flour exported to the markets 
of the world ig strikingly indicated 
in a summary of Canadian grain 
and flour exports for the first Bix 
months of the current crop year 
ended with January, just igsued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

Exports of wheat totalled 241,- 
004,030 bushels valued at $262,145,- 
470 compared with 168.012,.344 
bushels valued at $204,095,092 in 
the corresponding six-month period j 
ended January 1928. Wheat flour 
exports in the period under review 
were 6,001,028 barrels valued at 
$83,964,302 compared with 4,961,858 
barrels valued at $82 ATE GV). 

Converting Une Bureeu's figures 
for barrels of flour into bushels of 
wheat, Canada’s total exports of 
wheat and of wheat flour in the 
first half of the present crop year 
totalled 268,008,656 bushels a5 | 
against 180,840,705 bushels in the 
comparative period a year ago. Iex- 
ports of both commodities in the 
porod under review were valued at;

The foregoing 
comes from 
Shanghai. But 
doesn’t it read as 
though it were 
specially written for Hong Kong, 
after the King Edward Hotel fire? 
It is an extract from a chapter 
entitled “Fire Protection and 
Prevention” appearing in the 
Municipal Information section of 
“Hongs and Homes (1928)” a 
Shanghai directory published by 
Francis C. Millington. It is not 
stated specifically whether the in- 
structions are issued by the Fire 
Brigade through the Municipal 
Council of the International 
Settlement, or whether the pub- 
lisher of the directory should take 
full credit for the abundant fore- 
sight shown. At any rate there 
are a number of paragraphs 
which apply just as strongly to 
Hong Kong as they do to Shang- 
hai—the date of publication, 1928, 
is significant—and it is proposed, 
with the acknowledgment already 
given, to quote some of these. It 
should be noted that each para- 
graph is read in connection with 
the injunction: “In case of fire, no 
matter how small it may be, ” 
* . e 


Two of these 
paragraphs stand 
out poignantly, in 
view of the terri- 
ble loss of life in 
the King Edward Hotel disaster, 
the finding of the special jurors 
ut the Coroner's inquest, and the 
tragic scenes witnessed by specta- 
tors and described so graphically 
by Hong Kong Pressmen. Our 
advice is keep these two para- 
graphs :-— 

Do not forget that if you 
have to jump (the last re- 
source, always) if mattresses 
are available, throw them out of 
the verandah close to where 
you intend to land. Get over 
the verandah or out of the

window and hang on with your 
hands before dropping. In 
doing this, you lessen the fall 
by the extent of your height. 
Fall loosely. This often saves 
broken bones. 

Do not forget that rubbish 
and combustibles stored under 
the staircase minimise your 
chances of escape, also that 
rubbish littered about the pre- 
mises enhances the fire hazard.

Make a special 
note of the Fire Brigade tele- 
phone number of your district, 
and hang it in a prominent posi- 
tion by the side of your ’phone.

Whenever possible, take 
a roll-call of the known occupants,

Do not forget thot interfering 
with electric wirlng,. carelessly 
throwing away matches ard 
cigarettes, allowing: children t@ 
ploy with matches, inmpa, candles 
or fireworks aro sorious fire 
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menacés and every year result in 
lives being lost. Do not forget 
that throwing kerosene or gaso- 
line on a fire to hasten its light- 
ing often makes a larger fire than 
is required. Do not forget that 
cleaning clothes with gasoline, 
benzine, etc., in a room where 
there is an exposed light is an ex- 
ceedingly dangerous practice, and 
has its annual death roll, Don't 
you add to it. Work of this nature 
is far better done in the open, or, 
if done in a room, see that the 
window is wide open. 


Do not forget 
that even 
where you 
have a fire in- 

+ atallation, your 
first duty is to ¢all the Fire 
Brigade. All hydrants; and hose 
boxes must be kept free of all ob- 
structions. All rubber-linéd hose 
should have water throygh it 
once a month, care being taken to 
dry it and clean it thoroughly be- 
fore replacement in the box. 
Your “boys” or staff should 
thoroughly understand the use of 
such appliances. Do not forget 
when visiting places of amuse- 
ment to note the nearest exit to 
your seat, and, if a fire breaks 
out, walk quietly towards the 
exit. Do not run or push. More 
lives are lost by pani¢’in theatres 
than bv fire. Do not shout or yell. 
Shouting is a prime cause of 
panic. Do not forget that inter- 
fering with the firemen on their 
arrival is interfering with the 
extinguishing of the fire. Always 
remember that though it may be 
your house which is on fire, it ie 
the Fire Brigade’s fire once they 
are on the scene.

It 
is far better to place a Christmas 
in an empty room as far 
away from the door and windows 
as is possible, and decorations 
and curtains should be used 
sparingly.

A fire-extinguisher is 
also an excellent precaution when 
of the soda-acid or foam type, but 
on no account should a carbon 
tetrachloride extinguisher be 
used in a confined space, as the 
fumes given off render one liable 
to asphyxiation, though when 
used for electrical or fires in the 
open, they are excellent.

This is the 
question asked

plains “that 
several members of his Chinese 
staff have asked — and have been 
given—leave during the last week 
or two to go to “Canton more 
far” to attend the tomb cere- 
moniés of the Ching Ming festi- 
val. The questioner admits that 
he is a newcomer. But there are 
even some old residents who con- 
fess to only a vague knowledge of 
the matter. The honours paid to 
the dead are called ancestral wor- 
ship but many authorities object 
to the word “worship” with its 
English connotation. Ancestral 
worship appears as an establish- 
ed cult at the very beginning of 
Chinese history and it remains to- 
day, even with a strong prefer- 
ence for jettisoning old custom, 
as the chief religious practice of 
the Chinese pace. Much of its 
present form, however, 
only from the Sung Dynasty 
(A.D. 960 to 1126).

Among the 
common people 
every household 
preserves in a 
shrine the 
wooden tablets inscribed with 
names, dates, etc., in which the 
spirits of the dead members of the 
family are supposed to dwell. 
Even jn overcrowded Hong Kong, 
occupants of a cubicle often have 
these tablets, with an inscription 
for “the ancestors of all genera- 
tions,” there being no room to go 
in for detail. Every clan has its 
ancestral temple where incense is 
burnt daily before the tablets 
and there are ceremonial offer- 
ings of food at fixed intervals. On 
all occasions when the family is 
afected—by marriages, deaths, 
etc.—formal announcements are 
made to the ancestors. In Spring 
and Aztumn there are also cere- 
monies at the grave.

URING the week the daily newspapers have had ample scope 
for dealings with every. possible phase of the inquiry into the 
disastrous comtlagration at the King Edward Hotel, concentrating 
for the most part on the findings af the Jury in the Coroner's Court. 
They appear to have overlooked, however, other aspects of the sub- 
ject as disclosed during the actual evidence in the course of that 
inquiry, Some of that evidence, in the light of the Jury’s findings, 
makes more than merely interesting reading: it reveals a shocking 
state of affairs in many Government Departments. 

Take the evidence of Mr. A. E. Wright, Assistant Director of 
Public Works. In producing the plans for the original; Hotel build- 
ingy us sulymitted in 1902 he referred to subsequent variations and 
separate plans for various floors, but he could not say whether the 
huilding was finished before the plan was completed. The plans 
were “simply submitted for the information of the D.P.W., but ap- 
parently were not approved.” The law—-and presumably the P.W.D. 
— was satisfied Ly the passing of the original plan. To quote a 
phrase used at the Kowloon Magistracy during the week the “logical 
sequence’ is that so long as an original plan is approved by the 
authorities, continual deviations can be made by owners of property 
and the authorities never trouble to ascertain the fitness of the 
Luilding either for hotel, office, or residential purposes. Their eyes 
are kept shut to uny possible shortcomings in the matter of inade-’ 
quate fire escapes and inseflicient fire-fighting appliances. The law 
is satisfied—and +o is the Public Works Department, which incor- 
porates the Building Authority. Surely this is an analogy that 
ought to be rectified with the least possible delay ! 

Furthermore, in regard to the Savoy Hotel and the alterations 
there, the Assistunt Director of Public Works stated that whilst 
ke could prevent the proprietors from putting in lathe and plaster 
partitions, he could not prevent wooden floors being left or re- 
instated. And “if” the Police would assist him he could ask him to 
refuse a licence for an hotel if conerete floors were not pul in. 

Inconsistent likewise was a portion of the evidence’of the Acting 
C.S.P. and Superintendent of the Fire Brigade—although, it should 
be remembered, he stepped into the shoes of another a very short 
time before the fire and evidently carried on under orders. “It 
is not the practice of the Fire Brigade,” we are told, “to visit the 
hetels and inspect their fire appliances.” “There is no leyal obliga- 
tion”—that handy “get out” of all Departments when they fear 
they are cornered—‘“to do so.” And yet he added that “the Brigade 
do so on request or when the Superintendent thinks all is not as it 
should be.” Apparently the Superintendent in the case of the King 
Edward Hotel—if he knew of its existence at all!—could have never 
given it a thought from the Fire Brigade’s point of view. Evidently, 
nobody ever “requested” him to inspect it. He must have thought 
that everything was all right up to the morning of March 11—we 
do wonder what he thinks of the position now in face of the Jury’s 
findings, In fact, the Acting C.S.P., when questioned by the 
Coroner, stated that “there could have been an extra escape ladder 
leading to the street,” and he considered the present stone steps 
unsatisfactory as they should be separated from the lavatories and 
servants’ quarters.” Subsequently, he admitted that he had never 
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inspected or visited the King Edward Hotel, and, therefore, “could 
not express an authoritative opinion as to whether the building was 
fit for wse as an hotel.” He pleaded that he had no rieht of ontry

LIFE-SAVING GEAR 


Addition to the Local 
Regulations 


LAUNCH OR MOTOR-BOAT 


New regulations under table E 
in the Schedule to the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance, 1899, are an- 
nounced, together with an amend- 
ment, The regulation inserted, to 
come into force on Oct. 1, 1929, 
is as follows:— 


Every Jaunch or motor boat, when 
plying or being used as a ferry, 
shall be equipped with life-saving 
appliances consisting of standard 
life buoys, standard life belis and 
standard life-saving rafts sufficient 
for not less than filty per cent. of 
the number of persons the vessel 
is licensed to carry. The propor- 
tion of each of such classes of life- 
saving appliances shall be deter- 
mined by the Harbour Master in 
each case. Every Jaunch or motor 
boat, when not so plying or being 
so used, or which does not so ply 
or which is not so used shall be 


equipped with life-saving appli- 
wives as follows:— 
(i) Vessels in Class I shall be 


equipped with at least 2 stan- 
dard life buoys, and with stan- 
dard life belts for not less than 
fifty per cent. of the number 
of persons the vessel is licens- 
ed lo carry. 


(ii) Vessets in Class IT shall be 
equipped with at least 4 stan- 
dard life buvys, and with 
standard life belts for not less 
than fifty per cent. of the num- 
ber of persons the vessel is 
licensed to carry, ‘also with 
standard life rafts or buoyant 
deck seats sufficient to accom- 
modate not less than fifteen per 
cent. of the said number, 


(iff) Vessels in Class III shall be 
equipped with at least one boat, 
in such a position that it can 
be readily, got into the water, 
and with’ at least 8 standard 
life buoys, and with standard 
life ‘belts for not less than 
fifty per cent. of the number of 
persons the vessel is licensed 
to carry, also with standard life 
rafts or buoyant deck seats 
in accommodate not less than 
twenty per cent. of the said 
number.

of and to thank the Foundera of 
this School and Orphanage and all 
faithful and hard working mem- 
bers of the Committee and of the 
Staff. 

Everyone, I am sure, will agree 
with me that the last five years 
have been among the most difficult 
which the School has ever had and 
that it has passed through them 
successfully. 

On behalf of the Staff, the 
Scholars and of myzelf | heartily 
thank the Chairman (the Right 
Reverend the Bishop of Victoria) 
and the Members of the Commit- 
tee in 1928 for the muny hours of 
hard work which they have given 
for the welfare of the School. 
The Finance Sub-Committee has 
been most considerate in all diffi- 
culties and on this occasion we 
should put our thanks on perman- 
ent record; the Chairman at the 
beginning of the year was Mr, A. 
H. Compton, who has long been a 
xreat friend of the School. Mr. H 
B. L. Dowbiggin acted ag Chairman 
during his absence from the 
Colony. Mr. PLS, Cassidy, who has 
been on the Committee since 1922, 
has been most indefatigable as 
Tlonorary Correspondent and Secre 
tary. The other members of the 
Finance Sub-Committee were Mr, 
GS. Archbutt, Mr. C. Blaker, Pro- 
fessor G. T. Byrne and Mr. W. L 
Pattenden. 

The Hon. Sir H. Bk, Pollock, K.C.,

Effect of the Military Occupation 

The effect of the Military occu- 
pation of the School Bulldings can 
be judged from the following facts. 
In March, April and May, 1926, that 
is in the first three months after 
we had moved from the island to the 
new school on the mainland, our 
average attendances were 298, 289 
and 300. In March, April and May, 
1927, our first three months in the 
Temporary Premises after we had 
been foreed to leave our own build- 
ings at very short notice, our atten- 
dances were 232, 216 and 205, 

On our return in 1928 our attend- 
ances for the same three months 
rose to 254, 246 and 260. 

Our great Joss has been in Day 
Boys who left in 1927 to go to other 
Schools when they realised that our 
accommodation in the temporary 


premises was not ready and 
had no science laboratory. 
For example nine of our beat 


Chinese boys left from Clans 3, as 
a result of which we had a very 
poor Class in 1928 and Class 1 in 
1929 will suffer similarly. We also 
Jost heavily in Classes 6, 7 and 8 
as it was not to be expected that 
Parents would send small boys to a 
School where alterations might 
cus: danger; this same reason, for 
example alterations to the top 
storey, kept many small boys away 
in 1928. We hope to recover more 
in 1929 but it will not be until 
Chin-se New Year 1930 at the earli- 
ast that our numbers can be 
expected to equal those of the first 
few months of 1926, 

Financially we are passing 
through a difficult period. The 
same staff could cape with about 
forty more Day Boys who would in- 
crease our income by about 
$6,000.00 on a permanent roof to 
half the building and on altering 
the top storey to suit our needs. 
Tt would have been much better for 
the School if we could have done 
this at a more convenient time, 

Messrs. Lam Woo & Co., the Con- 
tractors, have very been kind indeed 
in promising to wait for payment. 
Without this help we could not have 
carried on the work. 


The Prospectus and Syllabus 


The work in Georgraphy and 
Mathematics has been rearranged 
in the lower classes. General Know- 
ledge, Hygiene and Singing have 
been added for all Classes, 

Under General -Knowledge and 
Hygiene it is intended to give de- 
finite instruction in manners, rules 
of conduct, deportment and de- 
meanour and with regard to clothes, 
Appearance and mental and physi- 
cal fitness. 

In Singing the whole School is 
taking a great Interest. There has 
been a marked improvement sincé 
we have been able to have practices 
of several classes together in Hall. 
We would like to see more boys 
learning the piano and instrumen- 
tal music. t 

Since the year 1922 we have had 
no prizes for work or games and 
the system is working very woll In- 
decd. 

A more detailed Prospectus and 
Syllabus with six Ulustrationy of 
the bulldinga and grounds waa pub- 
Hahod at tho end of the year. Judg- 
ing from the numerous applications 
we have recelyved for this Prospec- 
tus it Is highly valued by Parents, 
Guardians,. Scholars and othor 
Sthoola, 


Religlous Instruction 

This has always received 
spectal attention throughout the 
School. In 1928 more detalla have 
been put in the SyHabua and an at- 
tempt is being made to make tho 
teaching of religion more real by 
general references tc the Church 
Calendar, the Services and the His- 
tery of the Church and, in the 
higher classes, to Comparative Re- 
ligien. In future we hope to make 
more use of the Church Services at 
School Prayers, at which our Sing- 
ing has improved. 

Two books have been introduced 
in the preparation of Confirmation 
Candidates. They ara (1} A Mo- 
dern Confirmation Manual by 
the Rev. H. K. Luce, M.A., Master 
of the King's Scholars, Westminster 
School, with a Preface by the Head- 
master of Harraw and (2) The 
Creed of a Schoolboy by the same 
author, with a preface by the Rev. 
H.R.L. Sheppard, 

About twenty-five boys have been 
prepared for Confirmation during 
the year; most of these Yoys will be 
presented for Confirmation early 
In 1929. 

The Boarding Accommodation 

This has been greatly improved, 
A new permanent roof has been 
constructed on half the building 
and a large dormitory formed in 
the North Block with two masters’ 
rooms at each end. A new small 
boys dormitory is now being made 
and will have its own bathrooms 
with hot and cold water and a room 
for two amahs adjoining. In the 
main sanitary block on the top floor 
a large new bathroom with hot and 
cold water has been formed; there: ’ 
ure five shower baths, two bath- 
rooma and twenty-four basins, etc., 
this is in addition to the bath-room 
already existing on the ground 
floor, 

The dining room is being re-ar- 
vanged and new crockery, tables 
and cutlery are being purchased. 

The Orphanage 

In March there were twenty free 
bourders and seven at reduced fees; 
there were four free day boys and 
forty-eight at reduced fees. In 
September there were twenty-four 
free boarders, six at reduced fees, 
We are grateful to the Hong Kong 
Benevolent Society for paying part 
fees for cases sent through their 
Society, in conjunction with which 
we work very closely both as re- 
gards children and parents, In 
1928 the Society helped to support 
five boys for the whole of the year 
and three for part of the year. 

We thank the Medical and Nurs- 
ing Staff of the Kowloon Govern- 
ment Hospital for their kindly in- 
terest in all cases sent to the Hos- 
pital as In and Out Patients. We 
also thank Drs. C. T., F. H., and 
I. W. Kew and Messrs, Lazarus for 
assistance kindly given to boys. 

The Government Inspector's 


Report for 1928 

The Ihspector of English Schools, 
Mr. A. R. Sutherland, paid a visit 
to the School on July the 10th and 
fnapected the Class Registers, the 
Times Tables and the Syllabus.

In 1446 one Vittorino 
da Feltre opened a school ul Man- 
tua. We read of Vittorino that he 
made himself a beggar for the love 
of youth; receiving, feeding, cloth- 
ing, and rearing side by side with 
the young princes as many of the 
brilliant poor as he could find 
means to support. We read also 
that his schou] at Mantua was cal]- 
ed “La Giocosa,” or the House of 
Joy. How it was frescoed with 
playing children and lay in a pleas- 
ant gurden, and how the life of the 
pupils was interwound with the 
daily miracles of meadow and river, 
of little hills, and shady walks. 
How the school went a-pleasuring 
in the green places of Goito, and

In the course of the same debate, 
another speaker quoted a dame 
(these women played an important 
part in the English elementary edu- 
cational system of those days) as 
having summed up the situation by 
saying “it’s little they (the puplls) 
pay us and it's littie we teaches 
them.” Dr. Bell, a prominent cdu- 
cationalist of those days, used to 
say that if you gave him 24 pupils 
to-day he would give you 24 
teachers to-marrow. 

We have. of course, changed all 
this, but in spite of all the interest 
which is taken In education, not 
only in Britain but also throughout 
the British ENmpire, we British are 
apt to feel a litte doubtful about 
the whole business and though we 
gu plodding on with the gloomy 
reflection that there can be no turn- 
ing back, the sceptism which is in 
the air, has undoubtedly robbed us 
to some extent of enthusiasm. The 
life of w teacher does not now at- 
tract the Hritish boy and girl us 
it did, and the cause of this. is not 
by any means economic. 

Imprisoned in External Present 

You have here the makings of an 
excellent school, but lam not going 
to pretend that if only the school 
had more money, the boys of Unis 
achool, or even the great majority | 
of them, would necessirily, when 
they go out into the world, succeed 
as the world counts success. On 
the contrary, 1 am7geigg to remind 
you that the greater parbef the life 
of man is rigidly confined to the 
round of things which happen from 
hour lo hour! that it is exposed to 
the beat of circumstances and that 
its stream of consciousness is chan- 
neled quid directed by the events 
and cnvironments of the moment. 
Man, in fact, is imprisone! in the 
present. How is he to 
vseune this prison? A breaking of 
fhe pvixun walls will him 
tandingg still in the Yes!

He attains that which is the most 
compelling desire of almost) every 
human being--a work in life which 
il worth living for and which is not 
cut short by death. 

Tne Past Does Not Euslave 

“But surely,” you will object, 
“our business is with the future and 
the present, not with the past. If 
there is any progress in the world, 
any hope for stragyling humanity, 
does it net lie precisely in shaking 
off the chains of the past and in 
looking steadily forward?" Yea! but 
the chains of the mind are only 
broken by understanding and in so 
far as men are unduly enslaved by 
the past, it is by understanding that 
pust that they may hope ww be free. 
And it is not the past which en- 
slaves; it is al s the present. In 
any age there are always fragments 
of the uncemprehended past float- 
ing like dead things, pretending to 
be alive. A man who is the slave 
of theories must get outside them 
and sve facts; a man who is a slave 
to his own desires or projudices 
must widen the range of his experi- 
ence and emotion. But the thing’ 
that enslaves us most, narrows the 
range of our thoughts, cramps our 
capacities and lowers our standards, 
is the mere present. The present 
that is all around us, accepted and 
taken for granted, as we in Hong 
Kong accept the fire crackers of the 
Chinese New Year. The material 
present, the thing whieh is omni- 
potent for us, is the great jailer and 
imprisoner of men’s minds, and the 
only escape from him lies in the 
contemplation of the not-present. 
Of the future? Yes! but you can 
not study the future; you can only 
make conjectures about it, and the 
conjectures will not be much use un- 
less you have in some way studied 
other places and other ages. 

Progress is a real fact, but it is 
never a straight forward march; it 


evils; 


making for grace and dignified mo- 
tion—riding, swimming, fencing 
—were inextricably a part of the 
course. 

Where is Jerusalem? 

Four hundred years pass; the 
scene changes. We are in the 
House of Commons at Westminster 
and Macaulay is describing the 
schoolmasters of the poor as he 
found them in England in the year 
of grace 1847:— 

“How many of these men are 
jnow the refuse of other callings 
—discarded servants or ruined 
tradesmen who can not do a sum 
of three; who would not be able 
to write a common letter; who do 
not know whether the Earth is 
i cube or a sphere and can not 
tell whether Jertealem is in 
Asli or Amerlen; whom no gen- 
tleman would trust with the key 
of his cellar and no tradesman 
would send wilh a messago?” 


is never a result which happens of 
its own accord. It is only a name 
for the mass of accumulated human 
effort, successful here, baffled there, 
mis-directed and driven astray, but 
on the whole and in the mnin pro- 
ducing .some cumulative result. 
Proclaim Faith of Educated Man 
My mensage then to-day is to 
proclaim the faith of the really 
educated man. He may be a man 
of letters; he may. be a scientist; he 
may bo a teachor; he may be-a law- 
yer; or an official; or even the head 
of a poverty stricken University. 
Tt fs the faith which is in him that 
matters. It is this faith which 
gives him an esenpe from the nolsy 
prosent into the region of facts 
which are as they aro and not as 
foolish human beings want them to 
bo; an escape from the commonness

LISZT’S GREATNESS 


Debt of Modern 
Music 
In the January “Musique,” Vladi- 
Jankeleviteh writes: 
‘Every day we are learning the 
better to realise Liszt's greatness 
and the greatness of the debt 


modern musie owes him. Had 
Liszt not existed, there can be no 


mir 


doubt that music would have fol-} 


lowed other roads, and perhaps 

lingered {in the rut of “studied” 

forms {the French is “formes 
studieuses”). It is Liszt who has 
rendered possible Balakirey and 

Scriabin and Faure and Debussy 

and Ravel. Apart from revolu- 

tionising the technique of piano- 
forte playing, he has considerably 
enriched the harmonic vocabulary, 
and thus prepared a revolution in 
harmony which others were to 
carry out. He was one of the 
first in modern times to use 
exotic modes and new scales. At 

a later period of hia life, he 

studied Gregorian chant to good 

purpose, and realised the intport- 
ance of Palestrina—thereby again 
showing prophetic insight.’ 

The remainder of the essay is 
devoted to considering the analogies 
and differences between — Liszt’s 
pianoforte musie and that of various 
modern French composers. A fur- 
ther essay will deal with the works 
of Liszt's ‘German’ period (1847-61) 
wand their influence. 


TONAL THEORIES 


In “Le Menestrel” of January 11, 
A. Machubey writes: 

'Woare Wilnessing a conffiet bee 
tween the usua) tonal—monotonal 
—system, which had reigned un- 
challenged among us for about 
four hundred years, and a num- 
ber of other systems, atonal or 
polytonal, etc., which aim al ex- 
tending or suppressing the 
boundaries fixed by European 
theory and practice. 

‘The basis of the old theory 
was the notion that harmony is 
predetermined by a natural law, 
with the consequence that “good” 
harmonies could be written even 
by a deaf man provided he was 
capable of applying the law. To 
palliate the strangeness of the 
conglusion that the human ear 
need not intervene, physiologists 
(among them Helmholtz) have at- 
tempted to demonstrate that the 
human ear is constituted in ac- 
cordance with this law. But 
paychologists challenged this doc- 
trine, and have succeeded by now 
in showing its fallacy. 

‘Nowadays, far subtler and 
More numerous relations between 
tones are perceived, owing to the 
active and necessary intervention 
of the sense of hearing, with 
which ‘the intellect co-operates, 
The ear discovers the new rela- 
tions, the intellect has to accept 
them or not. DiMculties He in 
the fact that whereas in the uaual 
tonal music the tonic and domin- 
ant—ie, the two “poles” around 
which all relationships cantro—, 
are very prominent, In tho new 
music “poles” are hardly over 
heard, if at-all, Moreover, rela- 
tlonships follow no more or leas

an active participation, instend of 
resting secure in thelr consefous- 
noas of a’ simple, ulmost sutoma- 
tle, procedure.

Contracts for Motor Tonnage 

During the course of February, 
according to “The Motor Ship,” 
orders were placed for 34 motor 
ships totalling 180,000 tons gross, 
of which 12 (of 60,000 tons gross) 
are to be built in Britain. They 
include 15 cargo liners designed 
to maintain 14 knots or 15 knots at 
sea, thus illustrating the tendency 
to raise the speed of freight-carry- 
ing ships. Included among the 
orders mentioned are four’ Diesel- 
engined trawlers which will be con- 
structed in Britaln and which 
are believed to be the largest fish- 
ing vessela of the type yet built. 
It is recorded that among those who 
ordered motor ships last month are 
four firms, owning between them 
oil-engined ships of three-quarters 
of a million tons deadweight, and 
they have now contracted for a 
score of motor vessela which will 
add over 200,000 tons deadweight 
to their fleet.

A similar 
experiment carried out in Lanca- 
shire ahowed that there was much 
less absenteelsm amongst those 
employed in a shop reached by the 
health-giving rays than amongst 
other groups working behind 
ordinary windows in the same 
factory. Should the sun worker 
at Fort Dunlop show any such 
gains, every window in the great 
new building is to be glazed to 
admit the ultra-violet rays.

PETROL CONTEST 


Remarkable Whippet 
Demonstration 


In a State-wide petrol con- 
sumption contest, restricted to 
private owners of Whippet cars, 
decided in ten centres through- 
out Queensland, a grand total of 
[11 cars took part. Allowing for 
the skilful and more or less skil- 
ful drivers who took part, and for 
the great variety of road surface 
upon which the various sections 
of such a comprehensive competi- 
tion would be decided, one would 
hardly look for a high all-round 
mileage ver gallon, but the 111 
drivers showed the remarkably 
high average of 63.3 miles per 
gallon. 

The competition was won 
Mr. J. Michod, of the Brisbane 
section, who secured the astonish- 
ingly high average of 95.2 miles 


to the gallon. 

The economy of the Whippet 
was proved by the 111 owner 
drivers who took part.

NEW TRADE PLAN 
— ! 
Is Britain to have a co-opera- 
tive company which will purchase 
obsolete cars so that car manu- 
facturers shajl have a continuous 


Vdeniand for their new products? 


One of the greatest problems 
that faces the motor trade in 
Britain at) the moment — is 
the disposal of the old cars to 
make way for the new ones. The 
Garage and Motor Ayent, in the 
current issue, contains an inter. 
esting suggestion by a member of 
(he motor trade for the starting 
of a company for breaking up old 
cura. 

In America great car dumps 
are to Le found everywhere and 
manufacturers find that it pays 
them to have old cars broken up. 

In the British scheme it is sug- 
vested that a small private limit- 
ed company should he formed 
capital subscribed by the 
various car making firms which 
would enter the scheme, roughly 
in proportion to their output. It 
js ul-o suggested that every year 
for a minimum period of three 
years each manufacturer should 
subscribe a sum not more than 1 
per cent. of this turnover for the 
previous year on the British 
market only, no account to be 
taken of forcign sales or the 
sales of parts or accessories. 

The company would buy from 
recopnised traders only cars that 
were canahle of }einy driven to 
the dump under their own power, 
and the price would in no case 
exceed £20. No car so purchased 
would be put back into circulation.

There is a growing demand for 
all forms of motor transport both 
in Bangkok and the provinces, a 
significant feature of this de- 
velopment being the recent intro- 
duction of taxi-cabs for use in the 
capital where hitherlo casual 
transport requirements had been 
mét by ricshas which are now 
being steadi y ousted. 

206 more cars were imported 
during 1927-28 (1,052) than dur- 
ing the previous twelve month 
(1,747) The average value of 
cars imported during the past 
three years has beon about Ticais 

ov per car. The majority of 
cars sold in Bangkok come from 
America, being imported either 
direct or via Penang or Nether- 
Jends India. The figures for 
these countries of consignment 
show an increase of 63 over 
those of the previous year and 
account for 63 per cent, of the 
total number imported. The 
United Kingdom with 221 cars to 
her credit supnlied 68 more than 
she did during the previous year. 
aly with 266 more than doubles 
her figures for 1926-27. A state- 
ment of the new cars registered 
in Bangkok during six months 
ended September, 1928, shows 
that cars were registered as fol- 
lows:—Of British manufacture 
28: American and Canadian 91,

the 82 lorries registered 79 were

British Cars Too Good

American Cars Lead 

In the whole Chiengmain Con- 
sular district, there are 174 cars 
ond 506 ’buses or lorries, that is 
tn sav 680 motor vehicles, in all. 
Of these the overwhelming 
miority are of chean American 
makes. In the case of the "buses 
ond lorries the bodies are built 
locally. 

As the road mileage increases 
and narticularly when road com- 
munication with the Shan State 
of Kengtung is established, the 
trade in motor vehicles and ac- 
cesories will be worthy of 
notice, but it seems doubtful 
whether the existing preference 
for Americun manufactures can 
be overcome. 

The day is probably far distant 
when the tourist will be able to 
travel by motor car from Penang 
in the Straits Settlements to 
Kentung in the Southern Shan 
States. 


PITFALLS IN THE WAY OF 
TAXATION ALTERATIONS 


There have been suggestions 
thaL the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer shou'd increase the petrol 
tnx ant reduce the direct tax on 
vehicles. 

Viewed in its connection with 
the commerclal-vehicle industry, 
such suggestions can be considered 
ns most unsatisfactory, says “The 
Commercial Motor.” for the heavy

SIGHT IMPORTANT 


Much capital is being made once! 
more in the daily Press of the! 
fact that any one—blind, epilep-_ 
tic, limbless, or deaf—can obtain | 
a driving licence, and, strangely | 


enough, deafness has been singled 


out as a special reason for with- 
holding driving licences, 


The contention that deafnesa is; 


an infirmity which seriously 
effects the ability of a person to 
drive without endangering the 
public is an extraordinary one, 
and indicates a singular lack of 
road knowledge on the part of 
those advancing it. Drivers pos- 
sessed of the mosl ecute hearing 
Lecome more or less “deaf” in the 
sense that they are shut off from 
other sounds when they control 
enclored cars, steam waggons, 
electric trams, and heavy lorries, 
while motor cyclists and airmen 
are equally incapacitated when 
they wear feather he'mets. 4% 

Hearing is the last sense to 
which a driver should trust; it is 
the most unreliable and the most 
conducive to deception; the hoot 
of a horn, heard when approach- 
ing a cross-roid, may be from 
lehind, from the right, or frum 
the left. 

The Only Reliable Sense 

Sight is the only reliable sense 
and it is the only sense by which 
good drivers can nroceed with ab- 
solute safety. Jf drivers never 
passed over cross-roads without 
seeing that the way was clear; if 
pedestrinns never crossed the 
road without seeing that the way 
was clear; if alt who hold the 
crown of the road would see that 
faster people wished to overtake 
(using a mirror for their back- 
ward glances). then the need for 
andible warnings would be elimin- 
ated. 

Audible warning must be trans- 
lated to visual warnings before it 
becomes effective. and as faster 
and faster traffic is training all 
people to look first, so the im- 
portance of hearing diminishes 
as a factor of road safety. 

Hearing is undoubtedly the 
least serviceable of the senses 
thet can be used in driving, and 
deafness, therefore should in no 
way affect the cranting of a driv- 
ing licence.—“‘The Motor Cycle.” 


NIGHT PERILS 


Some Death Traps For 
Motorists 


Writing in connection with the 
recent trial in) Singapore the 
“Malay Mail” says: We think the 
moment is opportune to draw at- 
tention to the fact that certain of 
the roads rotund Kuala) Lumpur 
are in danger of becoming death- 
traps for motorists. We may 
take the Klang-road as an in- 
stance where for months past re- 
paira and alterations have been 
proceeding at a leisurely pace. 
A few days ago a correspondent 
of the “Malay Mail” called atten- 
tion to a steam roller stationed 
on the new Petaling bridge which 
had inadequate lights generally, 
and, on a particular night, no 
lights at all. That m:gter was 
speedily remedied, but now at 
several places along this road, 
noticeably at about the fourth 
mi'e. three-wheeled  tar-boilers 
are left unlighted on the road 
and are allowed to project to a 
tangerous extent. ‘lhe road at 
this pcint is very dark at night 
and many cars are passing con- 
stantl,, also pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

To avoid an oncoming car with 
,brilliant lights a driver must 
| keep well to his left and should 
j his passing of the approaching 
car be eo-incident with his pass- 
ing of one of these tar-boilers, an 
accident is bound to happen. It 
is only by good luck that none 
has

First, to male sure of vhat we 
are looking for, to the diction- 
ary. Here we find that a “tour” 
“going round; hence a 
journcy in a circuit, prolonged 
journey.” A “tourist,” then, is 
one who indulges in this diverting 
activity of “going around,” and, 
especially, “one who travels from 
place to place for p'easure or cul- 
ture.” A very simple beginning. 

The very latest thing in tour-

The Pacific hop to Hawaii 
has hardly been made often 
enough to qualify as a “pleasure 
tour.” 

But now has come the annual 
National Air Tour, to demonstrate 
the reliability of aeroplanes, and 
only time will te’l whether they 
presage such widespread use of 
the mode of travel they advertise 
as did the Glidden Tours during 


| the first years of our century. 


Motor Touring 


Glidden really blazed the trail 
for us in motor touring. Yet 
probably few, if any, men of his 
time foresaw our present vast net- 
worl. of highways and the cease- 
less ravvement of our millions of 
speeding cars. They could hard- 
ly have envisioned the hordes of 
“tin-car tourists"—following the 
illusive call of green pastures, no 
matter how far away the mirage 
or how lean the pocketbook—nor 
the armies of pleasure-seeking 
motvrists: who are well able to tra- 
vel luxuriously and comfortably 
wherever the fancy leads. 

Ccald anyone have foreseen 
that the one-time favourite sub-

the rails, avoid the rough man- 
handling tact‘es of freight-yard 
“bulls,’ by taking to the high- 
ways cod the generosity of motor- 
ists?

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STIFF TEST 


Morris Minors Over 
Steep Hills 


GOOD REPORTS 


(By J. E. Appleyard, B.Sc.) 

After a considerable period of 
waiting, the first two Morris 
Minors arrived in our showrooms 
in Leeds in early October. We 
knew nothing akout them except 
their excellent qualification of 
havings come from a good stable. 
and determined to find oul whe 
ther they really were worthy 
members of the redoubtable 
Morris family. we subjected them 
10 tria} on the worst hills in York- 
shire und the Lakeland. 

The “Yorkshire Evening Post” 
and “Yorkshire Weekly Post" re- 
presentalives very kindly — con- 
senled to observe the climbs up 
the famous Sutton Bank and its 
neighlour, White Horse Hil, and 
these we sampled first. 

Forty in Second 

The 3.9 gradient of Sutton 
Bank troubted the cars not at all. 
In fact, Ue speed never — fell 
below 20 miles un hour, and the 
little engine was successfully run 
al 20) miles an hour in second 
year without distress. 

This experience fortified us 
‘or the much more formidable 
White Horse Hill, which climos 
ihe Hatbletons three or four 
miles to the east, ap a precipitous 
cif out of which is cut in Lime- 
stone the famous White Horse. 
She suyace of this hill, unlike 
Sudten, is much broken up by 
water-courses and rough stunes, 
vat again this gradient had no 
tearors, and the hill with the ex- 
ception of 20 yards on the “S" 
bend, was accomplished in second 
year. 

Having tested out the cars 
locally and so successfully, we de- 
cided to climb the worst hills in 
the English Lakes and try a 
series in transcending order of 
difficulty until we really found 
one which should be insurmount- 
able. 

On Kirkstone Pass 

First we made for Kirkstone 
Pass, on the easy ascent from 
Windermere, and remped to the 
top with never a gear change be- 
low second. Then at the summit 
a turn was made down the real 
Kirkstone Pass, usually named 
“The Struggle’ this being the 
hill which leads straight up from 
Ambleside to the hotel at the top 
of the Pass. 

Again the little cars flicked 
round the "S"” bends, despite the 
rough surfaces, and straight up 
the final reach without a falter. 
This hill rises 1,300 feet in 2% 
miles, and incidentally, has near- 
ly half a mile of travelling where 
no height is gained. 

Having thus successfully —ac- 
complished one of the best-known 
test hills of the English Lakes, 
we turned to the consideration of 
a still stiffer proposition and de- 
cided on Howtown Hause. a hill 
not as well known to motorists as 
its scenery and character merit. 
This lies along the little-known 
eastern shore of Ullswater and 
ends in a cul de sie high above 
the |nke, The read ascends in 
seven hairpin lacets up the moun- 
tein side so strongly resembling 
Alpine climbs that it has earned 
for itself the name of the “Fng- 
lish Stelvio.” 

For several dava it had heen 
reining hard and the road along 
the lake was flooded 9 ins to 1 ft. 
No other method. however, of 
gvining Howtown House was pos- 
sie, so the little cars ran 
through the flood. throwing the 
wter high ever their bonnets and 
emerging after 200 yards of 
water none the worse for their 
bath. Soon the zig-zag road con- 
fronted ns Jendin= un to the gap in 
the hills above Howtown. 


Short Wheelbase Advantages 


Never have we known 80 ex- 
hilarating a climb. First we rose 
at one hair-raising hairpin to the 
richt. In a few short yards an- 
other to the left. again another, 
tn the right, snother to the left, | 
all of gradients of the order of: 
lin4. A large car could not have! 
got round the hairnins of the nar- 
row road without the necessity of 
reversing, but each of the little 
Minors came round the bends at 
speed without a single reverse, 
end finally emerged at the top of 
the Para with never a sign of ex- 
haustion or heat. In fact, the 
radiato-s were never more than 
comfortably warm to t ie hands. 


_ On this hill we gained our real 
imnression of the extraordinary 
“nipniness” of the Minors.. their 
delirhtful casy accurate stecring, 
freedom from bounce and nerfect 
spring ver the roughest of 
atffaces. An acdewonstention of 
the stability of the car and ity 
low contre of eravity, Mr. Limb, 
ovr General Manner, drove one 
of the cars from the top down to 
o bnirnin bond with o eradiont of 
1 in 4, and. at n narrow portion 
of the rond which was only half 
os wide as the car fa long. turn- 
ed the car round on the 1 in 4 
gradient In one reverse and come 
back un the hill. Tollowing this, 


ho drove the car again down the, 


hill and in reverse drove back-' 
‘wards way up the lacets in a 


upectacular fashion, which has de- 
lighted audiences who have since 


seen the film depicting the climbs. | 


Looking For More 

With Howtown Hause achieved, 
like Alexander we looked for 
fresh worlds to conquer, and were 
perplexed where to find a hil 
which o.fered greater difficulties 
than Howtown Havse. Someone 
suggested “Why noi try the little 
bus on Honister Pass.” We knew 
this had but rarely been attempt- 
cd and still more rarely climbed 
without special gear ratios being 
made from standard. 

‘he little Morris Minors had 
been taken rtraight from the 
snowroums Withe ut any prepara- 
tion of any kina, but fortified by 
(it fact that we had with us non- 
kid chains, we decided to run 
over the other side of Derwent- 
water and have a look at the 
notorious “worst hill in Eng- 
Nand.” 

We arrived there at 5 p.m, had 
a good louk at the gradient and 
particularly the famous “Step” 
and found the lack of light for 
cinema photographs an excuse for 
leaving the hill alone that night. 
Woe returned to the Scafell Hotel 
in Borrowdale, and decided on 
another look in the morning. The 
day opened in the late autumnal 
wlory which reveals Lakeland at 
its best 

Fortified with the courage of 
the morning, we again drove up 
the easy side of Honister and 
wa'ked over the summit down to 
Hiuttermere. Again we stopped 
at the terrific “Step” with its 
gradient of 1 in 3, its surface 
chewed up by the coaches which 
descend the hill en skids but 
never come up, &ad its unfenced 
precipice on the right-hand side of 
the aseent. 

With trepidation we decided to 
teke the cars to the bottom and 
in case of failure to climb the hill, 

. run home hy Buttermere. 
Quarrymen trom the slate works 
gathered round in interest to see 
whether the little cars would suc- 
coed where so many others had 
failed. 

500 Feet Up 

Qur little crowd, with camera 
and cinema operator complete, 
rithered at the “Hill Step” and 
watched the first of the Morris 
Minors, driven by Mr. Whatley, 
sales manager of Appleyard of 
leeds Ltd., come into s‘ght three- 
quarters of a mile away down the 
Pass, 500 feet below, round the 
ridge over the mountain torrent, 
in and out of the "S" bend with 
its gradient of 1 in 4% culminat- 
ing in 1 in 4, then up the 100 
yards straight of 1 in 6, swerving 
to the right on 1 in 5 and up to 
the second bridge on the easier 
radient. The roar of the little 
engine came up the “Pass” as it 
trathered way for the real crux of 
the climb with the gradient grad- 
ually stiffening to 4 in 5 up to the 
foot of the “Hill Step” itself 
where the s’ope ubruptly changes 
to the gradient of 1 in 314 stiffen- 
ing to 1 in ®. The road climbs 
mong an unfenced precipice which 
drops into the torrent 
below. 

The Conquest of Honister 

The car came gamely at its 
task, slackening speed with the 
stip of the wheels on the bare 
exposed rovk snd in the ruts eut 
out by the skies. “Will it do it?” 
"It can’t.” “Tt can’? It will.” 
And then a great shout of delight 
ps the little bus came out upon 
the top of the “Step,” and romped 
home up the upper portion of the 


Pass to the sign boards at the top. | 


Quickly afterwards came Mr. 
limb with the other Morris 
Minor and again both climbs were 
repeated, making four clean, com- 
pletely unassisted ascents. 

Certificates of the performance 
were obtained from the indepen- 
dent quarrymen witnesses. It 
was a‘happy homeward journey, 
often at the rate of 55 miles an 
hour, as we returned to Leeds. 
The cars had emerged from their 
baptism of floods, vile roads and 
precipitoas hills.

No one who has even a super- 


ficial knowledge of the road trans- 
port of goods and passengers can 
put believe that the future holds 
vast possibiities of traffic in- 
crease. Every day more and more 
vehicles—private and commercial 
—are being brought into service, 
and the rate of increase is far 
more likely to rise than to fall. 
upon its development depends, to 
u great extent, the national wel- 
fare, and we have still a very long 
way to go before we reach the 
proportion of vehicles to popula- 
tion which exists in the United 
States. 

‘the main problem is, however, 
how our roads can be made 
adequately to cope with the traffic 
like.y Lo exist in the near future. 
Already there is distressing con- 
gestion in many busy centres of 
popu.ullon, and tne authorities 
are finding the work of super.n- 
tending this traffic increasangly : 
difficult. In the smaller towns 
and- rural areas there is hardly 
like'y to be considerable conges- 
lion Jor sume years lo come, and 
the trunk roads which have al- 
ready been built, and are like'y to 
Le constructed in the future, wid 
probably be able to meet our early 
needs in this direction. 

. The Great Difficulty 

The great difficuity is to obtain 
access Lo these main arteries of 
traffic, and this ia where a vehicle, 
whether it be private or commer- 
cial, has often to waste so much 
time. hor instance, once a vehicle 
is on the Great West-road it can 
keep up a very fair average 
speed, Lut to reach this road it 
‘has to traverse many busy, and 
often congested, thoroughfares. 
This, during certain times of the 
vay, may occupy possibly an hour, 
ulthough the distance is only nine 
miles. 

‘bo extend such a road much 
‘farther into the centre would in- 
volve an enormous expenditure, 
the destruction of a huge amount 
of valuable property and the re- 
; building of a number of bridges. 
‘The same remarks apply to prac- 
tically any other trunk road, and 
, the problem is how such a drastic 
procedure can be avoided. It 18 
certain that something must be 
‘done-—-and that quite soon. 

Question of Cost | 

Our suggestion is that these 
'main roads should be linked to 
‘the traffic centres by roads carried

Tunnels — 

Where tunnels are encountered 
there would be the option of rais- 
ing the road over the tunnel or 
leaving the railway track for a 
short distance and rejoining 
where it emerges into the open. 
The latter procedure would only 
be necessary where the tunnel 
penetrated particularly high 
ground, which could then be 
avoided by a-slightly circuitous 
route. Suitable ramps cou.d also 
be provided at convenient points, 
such as wayside railway stations, 
so that vehicles could leave the ; 
overhead road, either for the pur- 
pose of reaching an ordinary 
road or for loading and unloading. 

We fully expect this scheme to 
be subjected to a large amount of 
critics, but (says the “Commer- 
cial Motor”) we put it forward 
as a basis upcn which something 
even more valuable may possibly 
be founded, and we will we'come, 
for publication where suitable, 
the opinions of our readers.

WHEN WHEELS APPEAR TO

Most people have noticed that 
motorcar wheels on the cinema- 
tograph screen occasionally revolve 
backwards, although the hero’s 
attitude may be indleative of 
Malcolm Campbell at his best, 
writes Professor A. M. Low in “The 
Motor.” . 

The same effect is observed when 
which 
there are gaps between the palings 
if the cinematograph shutter hap- 
pens to operate at similar speeds 
to the rate at which the spokes of 
the wheel pass your eye. Only 
allernate spokes are seen and 
after the spoke which should be 
moving towards the top of the wheel 
is obliterated you will see the next 
spoke which has net qu‘te reached 
the position of the leading spoke 
when you last saw it on the film.

The engineering problems in a 
1 tok of this nature may be of con- 
‘siderable magnitude, but are not 
such as would be likely to apneal 
to men who have achieved other 
feats which at one time would 
hove heen regarded as well nigh 
impossible.
